CARROLL ROSENBLOOM, President 


Although he was already neck-deep in business interests, Carroll 
Rosenbloom couldn't resist the challenge of reviving a NFL franchise 
when he was offered the opportunity in 1953. It was fortunate for 

Baltimore that this amazingly successful exe- 
cutive was the man to breathe life back into 
the city’s pro football corpse. A less tenacious 
and ambitious person might have caved in at 
» the start, or certainly after the first two cam- 
paigns produced but six victories in 24 games. 
Rosenbloom, however, had been faced with 
problems before and, true to form, he did not 
seek the easy way out of this one. He held 
onto his ball club and eventually battled his 
way out of the wilderness. Now in his eighth 
year as a gridiron mogul, he is the proud owner of a team that is seek- 
ing its third straight world championship in 1960. 

There is a strong bond between the president and his players. 
He has always treated them most generously, rewarding them accord- 
ing to merit, even during the less successful seasons. Therefore, 
when he entered the team’s locker quarters before a mid-season 
drill in 1959 in an effort to snap the Hosses out of a two-grame los- 
ing string and a slump that had dropped them two games off the pace, 
he did so with the conviction of a man who could effectively explain to 
his hired hands that they would suffer the consequences should they 
continue to play losing football. His presentation produced the 
desired results. The Colts didn’t drop another contest, breezing 
through their last five league encounters and adding the title conquest. 

Among the many industrial pursuits of the former Baltimore City 
College and University of Pennsylvania football halfback and base- 
ball pitcher are textiles, real estate and companies engaged in the 
electronics and missile field. He is married to the former Velma 
Anderson and has three children, Dan, Steve and Susie. Baltimore is 
the Rosenblooms’ hometown but many summer days are spent in Mar- 
gate, N. J. 





DON KELLETT, Executive Vice-President 


When the Baltimore Colts regained their franchise in the NFL 
in 1953 Don Kellett was promptly hired to create order out of chaos. 
The foundation for the new club had to be the scattered remnants of 
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the disbanded Dallas Texans. More talented 
players had to be obtained if the Colts were 
ever to climb in the standings and Kellett was 
the man to get them. Not only did he help 
bolster an undernourished outfit on the field, 
but the redoubtable redhead also handled 
with consummate skill any other phase of the 
pro football business that required attention. 

An impressive background, which included 
some nifty halfbacking at the University of 
Pennsylvania, professional baseball duty, 
college coaching in basketball and football, sportscasting and tele- 
vision executive chores, set Kellett up solidly for his Baltimore task. 

A product of Brooklyn, N. Y., he is married to the former Dorothea 
L. Tevis and has two daughters, Dona and Dee. 

BOARD OFFICERS 

Attorney Zanvyl Krieger serves as vice-president of the Colts’ 
board. A graduate of Baltimore City College, Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity and Harvard Law School, the energetic Krieger is also the 
treasurer of the Baltimore Orioles. Another well known Baltimore 
attorney, William D. Macmillan, serves as the Colts’ legal counsel. His 
services were first utilized to great advantage when the team was 
making its successful bid to return to the NFL. Thomas Mullan, Sr., a 
leading Maryland contractor and builder, is the club's secretary. He 
has long been prominent in the development of the city's recreational 
facilities. Mullan is also a member of the Orioles’ board. 





While winning their second successive world championship in 
1959 the Baltimore Colts also suffered two grievous losses. The 
deaths during the season of Bert Bell, commissioner of the National 
Football League since 1946, and William F. Hilgenberg, the Colts 
treasurer, were keenly felt by the Baltimore club. 

The league zoomed to its present lofty peak under Bell’s skilled 
leadership. He was a good friends of each of the teams under his 
jurisdiction. The Colts, probably like other clubs in the NFL, be- 
lieved that Bert was just a little bit closer to them. He was that kind 
of a guy. Baltimore, pro football and countless others sadly miss 
the late commissioner. 

For many years Bill Hilgenberg served Baltimore in a number of 
capacities, including posts with the Fire Board and the Civic Center 
Commission. He was also State Banking Commissioner and tireless 
in his efforts in behalf of hospitals, boys clubs, colleges and various 
charities. Respected and admired by the Colts players, coaches 
and officials, he had become a vital part of the organization. 
It won't seem the same without Bill in 1960. 


Steering The Steeds 


The only thing you can do for an encore after you win a world 
football championship is to win another. Weeb Ewbank did just that 
in 1959 after copping the cherished crown the previous season. No 
team in the league's 27-year history has ever captured three suc- 
cessive titles. That will be Weeb's project for 1960. His chances 
of gccomplisnigg the feat aren't too bad. ~ 

Ewbank’'s '59 squad was typically alert, 
opportunistic and explosive. A trifle slow to get 
started, the veteran Baltimore eleven eventually 

- responded to his patient handling, carved out 
triumphs in its last five league engagements, 
when one setback could have been fatal, and 
retained its momentum to crush New York, 
31-16, for all the gold and glory. 
Once again, it was a smart, exceptionally 
: well-drilled unit that the stubby field boss from 
Weeb Ewbank Richmond, Indiana put on the field. Although 
not overpowering, in a league where such domination is next to im- 
possible, the Colts, for the second straight year, led the loop in points 
scored, 3/4, and yardage gained rushing and passing, 4,458. They 
could move the ball great distances in one devastating assault, with the 
Ewbank-devised pass patterns, plus the execution by Johnny Unitas 
and a fleet of talented receivers, being primarily responsible for the 
team’s stinging offensive wallop. 

The Hosses rarely failed to seize full advantage of an opponent's 
mistake, They usually cashed in miscues for six points before their 
victims could figure out where or how they'd erred. How does the 
coach contribute to these tactics? Well, Weeb's boys were always 
ready. Constantly on the prowl for chinks in their rivals’ armor, they 
didnt have to hesitate once they spotted an opening. They had been 
primed for such situations. They always knew what to do. Taught 
by Ewbank, they played his type of game. It was aggressive, 
winning football. 

Drafting, trading, purchasing, the signing of free agents and con- 
verting men from position to position all went into the construction of 
Baltimore's two-time champions. Weeb, with the aid of his able 
staff, forged title material from the likes of such unappreciated rejects 
as John Unitas, Gene Lipscomb, Milt Davis, Buzz Nutter and Bill 
Pellington—all regulars now, who were cast adrift for $100.00 or less 
by their previous NFL employers. The shrewd mentor's most notable 
conversion jobs have involved former ends Art Spinney and Alex 
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Sandusky, both of whom now rank among the premier offensive guards 
in the league. After a shaky 3-9 kickoff in ‘54 his overall record 
with’ the Steeds now shows 38 victories, 33 defeats and one tie. 

The Colts’ chieftain has a high regard for ihe minute details that 
might seem inconsequential to the less industrious. Each play of each 
game is carefully dissected with individual performance rating prime 
attention. Classroom lectures precede every practice session, both 
at training camp and throughout the season. Ewbank is also a firm 
believer in keeping his flock together as much as possible from July 
through December. Regardless of how long a road trip may last the 
team eats every meal as a unit. Minor touches, perhaps, but never- 
theless effective in fostering team spirit. 

Weeb received his pro baptism under Paul Brown, for whom he 
served as tacklé coach at Cleveland for five years before coming to 
Baltimore in 1954. Utilizing the knowledge acquired during 25 years 
of coaching, he proceeded to build a champion out of a new franchise. 
Ewbank had also assisted Brown at the Great Lakes Naval Station 
during World War {I. Other apprenticeships were served at his alma 
mater, Miami (Ohio) University, and Brown University, under Rip 
Engle. Prior to moving to Cleveland he held down his first college 
head coaching berth at Washington (Mo.) University, winning 14 of 18 
games in two years. 

He and wife Lucy, the parents of three married daughters, are 
Baltimore residents and just about the most popular folks in town. 


Charles Winner, Backfield Coach 


While the Colts were annexing their 
second straight National Football League 
championship they were also pacing the 
circuit in pass interceptions for the second 
year in a row. This was a tribute to the teach- 
ing of the hard-working Winner. After his 
1958 defenders picked off 35 enemy heaves 
and returned them 514 yards it seemed most 
unlikely that this team mark would be eclipsed 
only a year later. That's they way it turned 
out though, as Winner's raiders stole 40 aerials 
and hauled them back 577 yards, four for touchdowns. He develops 
his backs as ballhawks, runs ‘em hard, encourages daring plays and 
has reaped amazing results. 

This will be Charley's sixth season as the guiding genius of the 
Hosses’ air defense. He instructed the ends in 1954, his first year in 
Baltimore. He came over with Weeb Ewbank from Cleveland after 
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he had served the Browns as a game and personnel scout during the 
same four years that he was assisting at Case Tech. A pretty fair 
halfback under head coach Ewbank at Washington (Mo.) University, 
Winner started coaching at his alma mater, aiding with the frosh squad 
in 1949. The Somerville, N. J. native now resides in Baltimore with 
wife Nancy and two daughters. 


Herman Ball, Offensive Line Coach 

One of the game’s most respected coaches 
and gentlemen, Herman is currently embarking 
on his 17th season in the NFL. His Baltimore 
forward barrier has been acclaimed for its 
resistance to rival defenders. Rare are the 
occasions when an opponent is able to filter 
through the Colts’ protective wall to clobber or 
harass the Hosses passer. Ball, who has mas- 
tered all phases of the game, has done an 
excellent job of welding together this tenacious 
line, which is also capable of blasting gaping 
holes in the opposition’s defense for the Steeds’ ball carriers. 

A guard himself at Davis-Elkins College—for a team that led the 
nation in scoring—Herman entered the coaching field immediately 
after graduation, piloting the Allegany High School squad in Cum- 
berland, Md. He was at various times, beginning in 1944, a game 
scout, head coach and assistant coach for the Washington Redskins. 
He also tutored the Pittsburgh Steelers’ line for a year and served as an 
assistant at the University of Maryland for four terms. Ball, who 
lives in Baltimore with wife Edna, took over the Colts’ line in 1957. 





John Sandusky, Defensive Line Coach 
| This former outstanding tackle for the 
Cleveland Browns stepped into a new assign- 
ment last season and did a commendable job, 
skillfully handling the Colts’ veteran defensive 
line and wringing another exceptional effort 
from a six-man unit that claimed a combined 
total of 46 years. John faces another terrific 
challenge in 1960 with his crew a year older 
and all opposition primed to riddle the Hosses'’ 
fearsome front. 

Sandusky, a Philadelphia product, was a 
brilliant lineman at Villanova before joining the Browns in 1950. He 
saw most of his service with Cleveland's offensive platoon and toiled 








for six Eastern Conference championship squads and three league 
titlists before shifting to the Green Bay Packers in 1956. The follow- 
ing fall he returned to Villanova to drill the Wildcats’ linemen through 
1958. John and wife Ruth, along with their three sons and daughter, 
now live in Baltimore. 


Don McCafferty, End Coach and Scout 

The value of the excellent scouting reports 
that Don turned in each week on the Colts’ 
next opponent cannot be underestimated when 
the reasons for the Steeds’ 1959 success are 
discussed. He also provided the “firing-up” 
material for the locker room bulletin board. 
In addition, of course, he kept the offensive ends 
up on their pass patterns and was instrumental 
in the progress made by rookie wingmen Jerry 
Richardson and Dave Sherer. 

A one-time end with the New York Giants, 
in 1946 and '47, McCafferty saw his heaviest duty on the defense. 
In 1948 he was. employed by the Cleveland Recreation Department, 
then switched to Kent State University to tutor the ends the following 
fall. He remained at Kent until accepting his present position with the 
Colts a year ago. Previously Don had played college ball at Ohio 
State and in the Army at Fort Bragg. Along with wife June, two sons 
and a daughter he now resides in Lutherville, Md. 


Keith F. Molesworth, Personnel Director __ 

The Colts’ first coach when the franchise 
was returned to Baltimore in 1953, Keith moved 
into the front office the following year and set 
up the club’s personnel department. It has 
flourished ever since, adding rookies Richard- 
son and Sherer last season to a talented list of 
discoveries that included Ameche, Dupre, 
Moore, Nelson, Shinnick, Parker, Szymanski, 
Brown and Sample. He compiles data from 
scouts in the field and makes his own scouting 
tours to turn up Steed prospects. 

Molesworth has been in or closely associated with football since 
he called signals for the Monmouth (Ill.) College team in 1928. He 
joined the Chicago Bears in 1931 and starred as a quarterback for six 
years. At the same time he was spending his summers as a shortstop 
with the International League Baltimore Orioles and Syracuse Chiefs. 
Before putting in a season at the Colts’ helm the Washington, lowa 
product served coaching hitches with the professional Honolulu War- 
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riors, Richmond Rebels and Pittsburgh Steelers and the U. S. Naval 
Academy. He and wife Doris are Baltimore residents. 


Colts In The Clubhouse 


Ed Block, Trainer 

lf a man can't play after Eddie treats him then he can't play, 
period. Many are the gridders who have miraculously responded 
to his skillful administrations since he came to Baltimore in 1954. He 
is capable of handling and has at his disposal all of the latest 
training equipment. That he has been doing such a wonderful job is 
evidenced by the few number of Colts who miss action because of 
injuries and by the team’s generally excellent physical condition. 
When he's not repairing wounded Steeds during the season he serves as 
the assistant director of physical therapy at Kernan's Hospital for 
crippled children. However, he can usually count on nursing two or 
three ailing Colts throughout the entire year. The well educated Block 
holds B, S. and M. A. degrees in physical education from the Uni- 
versity of Missouri and a Ed. D. degree from Columbia University. 


Dick Spassoff, Assistant Trainer 

The Colts are fortunate in having two expert trainers on their 
staff, Dick being the latest addition in 1957. He's been an invaluable 
aid to Eddie Block. He can take care of the training room if Eddie is 
off duty for any reason and he can handle one part of the squad if 
Block is treating another. When he's not laboring for the Hosses he's 
serving the American Hotel Corporation. A _ colorful personality, 
Spassoff was a gymnast and fencer for his native Bulgaria in the 1928 
Olympics. One of his four children, oldest son John, has followed 
in his gymnastic footsteps as a member of the team at Southern Illinois 
University. Dick, who studied at George Williams College in Chicago, 
Wittenberg College and Columbia University, owns a B. S. degree in 
education and a M. A, degree in psychology. 


Fred Schubach, Equipment Manager 

Now in his eighth year with the Colts, Fred is one of the best 
equipment custodians in the business. He is a resourceful and efficient 
workman who can be depended upon to get the job done at all costs. 
A deft hand at maintaining and repairing gridiron gear, he is also 
capable of improvising various pieces of protective padding for the 
troops. From the close of the season until training camp opens the 
erstwhile catcher in the Philadelphia A's farm system helps out in the 
ticket office and directs the Colts’ basketball team. Schubach broke 
into the equipment business with the Philadelphia Eagles in 1943, 
assisting his father, who is still in charge of the Eagles’ gear.

Now in their twelfth year of operation, the Associates are busy 
planning bigger and better ventures. The 25-man group began 
to function as a unit back in the days of the All-America Conference 
Colts. It boosted its favorite team through the lean days and is 
still plotting ways to aid the Steeds, Baltimore and Maryland. 

Excursions to road games are annual features of the Associates’ 
activities. They also provide entertainment for the Colts, supervise 
receptions to greet the team upon its arrival from road trips and assist 
the players in obtaining off-season employment in Baltimore. Actually, 
the members of the outfit, businessmen who represent various fields of 
endeavor, are typical of the city’s ardent football followers. 

Perhaps the Associates are best known for their promotion, 
with the cooperation of Buddies, Inc., a citizens’ committee, of the 
Colts’ Intra-Squad game. This unique affair is being staged for the 
eighth consecutive year the night of August 5. The clash between the 
Steeds’ Blue and White forces has contributed mightily to the Police 
Boys Clubs of Baltimore. The seven previous contests stuffed 250,875 
spectators into Memorial Stadium, progressing from the 12,500 who 
turned out for the 1953 inaugural to the peak mob of 50,027 that 
witnessed the 1959 skirmish.

When the Baltimore Colts’ Marching Band took the field at 
Memorial Stadium to entertain the spectarors at the 1959 champion- 
ship game it numbered 127 members, including six majorettes, 13 
cheerleaders and seven color guards. The Band had not only reached 
its peak in quantity but also in the quality of its performance. It 
marked the second successive year that the cowboy-costumed outfit 
had provided the entertainment for the NFL title contest. 

The Band was organized for the All-America Conference Colts in 
1947 and it survived two seasons, 1951-52, when Baltimore had no 
pro football franchise. Since the Steeds returned to the NFL in 1953 
the unit has grown steadily under the able leddership of Bob Cissin, 
a charter member. The Band's other officers are: George Coward, 
treasurer; George Linsky, secretary and property manager; Emelie 
Cissin, show production, and Samuel Skolnik, public relations. The 
majorettes are directed by Mrs. Doris Snyder and the cheerleaders 
by Mrs. Thelma Mack. 

In 1960, as in past years, the Colts’ volunteer musicians will per- 
form at each home game and make one road trip, in addition to 
participating in various parades in and around Maryland.

The Baltimore Colts first pitched camp on the beautiful Western 
Maryland College campus back in the late forties, when they were 
just getting their feet wet in professional football as members of the 
All-America Conference. Numerous changes have taken place in the 
organization, including the ownership, since that time, but the Steeds 
are still sweating out their summers in Westminster. This is the tenth 
year that the club has made use of the school’s wonderful facilities. 

The excellent accommodations available on the 100-acre campus 
include a large dormitory, where the players sleep, study and may 
spend their off-hours; recreation rooms, where leisure moments may be 
enjoyed; fine practice fields and locker quarters, and a gymnasium 
that is suitable for rainy day workouts. 

Hospitality is the keynote at Western Maryland, where Dr. Lowell 
S. Ensor, the school’s president, athletic director Bob Waldorf, and 
Byron Rice, who sees that the Colts are always well fed, continually 
do their utmost to make the seven-week stay as pleasant as possible. 

Many anxious followers take advantage of Westminster's prox- 
imity—it’s 30 miles west of Baltimore—to take pre-season peeks at their 
favorites. The Colts annually set aside a Family Day—this year on 
July 30—when fans may visit the camp on an open house basis. 
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Title Number Two 


The second successive world championship did not come easily 
to the Colts. Three setbacks in their first seven outings made pros- 
pects extremely doubtful at one point. Following mid-season losses 
to Cleveland and Washington the Hosses were apparently on the 
skids and ready to have their crown lifted. 

According to the Baltimore brass at the time of distress, “We 
haven't been able to jump off to early leads and thus force the opposi- 
tion into committing the mistakes that we were able to profit by in 1958.” 
The words were to prove prophetic as the Steeds thereupon bore down 
on all foes, roared away to quick advantages and reaped a bumper 
crop of interceptions down the stretch. Their total for the season was 
40 steals, to which they added three in the championship game. They 
didn't lose again, sweeping ‘through their last six foes, including the 
Giants for the title. 

For the fifth consecutive year the Colts smashed their home atten- 
dance record, with 343,373 spectators turning out—only 1,969 less 
than complete saturation, as the last five games were sellouts. The 
season ticket sale ballooned to 40,088, another new standard. Where 
can the Colts go from here? Two straight championships and less than 
2,000 more people to be accommodated. A suitable encore will be 
difficult but if the past is any indication the Hosses and their whooping 
and hollering fans will furnish one. The highlights of the 1959 "come- 
back campaign” follow: 

Sunday, Sept. 27 Colts 21, Lions 9 (55,588) Home 

The Hosses had to overcome a sluggish start to slide past the 
stubborn Lions. Jim Martin's 33-yard field goal gave the visitors a 
3-0 halftime edge. The margin was increased to 9-O by Danny 
Lewis’ seven-yard spin before Baltimore could register its initial '59 
tally, via a one-yard plunge by Alan Ameche, who paced the game's 
rushers with 69 yards in 19 carries. The Colts bounded back to 
assume the lead, 14-9, at 14:12 of the third period, as John Unitas 
_fired 18 yards to Raymond Berry. It was an inauspicious getaway 
for the brilliant quarterback, who completed only 13 of 30 heaves— 
but two were for scores, Five Steed interceptions stymied the Lions. 
Saturday Night, Oct. 3 Bears 26, Colts 21 (57,557) Home 

Once again the Colts balked at the opening whistle and this time 
it was a costly delay. For while they were being blanked until the 
last quarter Chicago was pouring it on, rolling up 26 points, then almost 
relaxing too much in the wind-up session. An indication of the way 
things were to go came in the first period when Richie Petitbon dashed 
33 yards to score with an intercepted Unitas aerial, one of three 
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Colts’ stiff defense halts Giants’ thrust in '59 title game. Identifiable players 
are Baltimore's Andy Nelson (80), Gene Lipscomb (76) and Milt Davis (20)

throws to backfire on the Steeds. Unitas finally hit his stride with 15 
minutes to go, pegging once to Berry and twice to Jim Mutscheller for 
TDs that failed to prevent Baltimore's first home loss in two years. 
Sunday, Oct. 11 Colts 31, Lions 24 (54,197) Away 

A give-and-take offensive duel that was decided in the fourth 
quarter when Unitas and Berry collaborated on a 53-yard shoot-and- 
scamper sortie that vaulted the Colts into a 28-24 lead. Coach Weeb 
Ewbank’'s forces spent the afternoon fighting to overcome the pass- 
catch efforts of pitcher Tobin Rote and Hopalong Cassady, who nabbed 
three TD tosses. It was the Hosses’ top ground-gaining effort to date 
as they netted 421 yards along the turf and in the air. However, 
interceptions were once again prominent in the victory, with Andy 
Nelson and Milt Davis each recording two. Nelson converted one 
into six points with a 33-yard sprint. 


Sunday, Oct. 18 Colts 21, Bears 7 (48,430) Away 3-/ 


A day of atonement for Baltimore. Although the Bears’ Zeke 
Bratkowski completed 16 of 24 passes for 214 yards and Willie Gali- 
more swished 30 yards to tie the count at 7-7 in the third quarter, the 
Steeds produced their best defensive job of the campaign. They 
harassed the Grizzlies with five more interceptions, two by Don 
Shinnick, and finally won out with a pair of last period touchdowns. 
Ameche's 11-yard jolt up the middle sent the Hosses ahead early, 
then Unitas hurled to Moore and L. G. Dupre for the deciding tallies. 
It was, however, an afternoon for the defense. 
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Sunday, Oct. 25 Colts 38, Packers 21 (57,557) Home ~- ! 


Four interceptions, one resulting in a 30-yard TD trip by Bill 
Pellington, and ten Unitas to Berry air strikes for 117 yards and a pair 
of scores helped make this triumph possible. A couple of spectacular 
long gainers produced two of the Packers’ six pointers—Lew Car- 
penter sweeping 55 yards for a 7-O Green Bay edge and Lamar 
McHan connecting with Max McGee on an 8l-yard pass play to 
knot the count at 14-14 at the start of the third period. Before that 
session was over the Colts rammed across 21 points to settle the issue. 
Sunday, Nov. 1 Browns 38, Colts 31 (57,557) Home 

The pulverizing running of Jimmy Brown was the story of this 
contest. Lugging the ball 32 times the Cleveland fullback hammered 
out 178 yards and crossed the goal line five times, including jaunts 
of 70 and 17 yards. Unitas fired 41 passes and completed 23 for a 
team record 397 yards in a futile attempt to overhaul the Browns. He 
was thwarted by three interceptions that killed Colt scoring threats. 
Berry caught 11 tosses for 156 yards and snagged one of Unitas’ 
four pay-off pitches. The Baltimore defense was to improve steadily 
after this drubbing. 

Sunday, Nov. 8 Redskins 27, Colts 24 (32,773) Away 

This battle featured a wild finish, the Redskins breaking a 17-17 
tie with 2:40 remaining via an Ed LeBaron to Bill Anderson pass for 17 
yards. The Colts stormed back to another deadlock 25 seconds later 
as Moore climaxed an 80-yard drive by flipping 12 yards to Jerry 
Richardson in the end zone. Tom Braatz' interception of a Unitas 
throw with seven seconds left then gave Sam Baker an opportunity 
to boot a 46-yard field goal and win it for Washington. LeBaron 
masterminded the triumph and completed 16 timely tosses for 208 
yards as the Hosses hit low ebb for ‘59. 
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Sunday, Nov. 15 Colts 28, Packers 24 (25,521) Away ¢-%3 


The Steeds launched their championship surge in this encounter, 
fully aware that another loss would be disastrous. After pulling away 
to a 21-3 bulge at the half, by dint of Moore's 26-yard scoring sprint 
and a pair of Unitas to Berry six-point pegs, Baltimore had to hold on 
tight to withstand a furious second half Green Bay assault. The Bart 
Starr to Boyd Dowler passing combination caused the Colts the most 
grief, accounting for eight completions and 147 yards. The deciding 
TD was produced by o 24-yard Unitas to Mutscheller aerial. 


Sunday, Nov. 22 Colts 45, 49ers 14. (57,557) Home l 23 


In a performance that was hailed as their "best ever”, the Hosses 
tied their victims for first place in the Western Conference. Ameche 
paced an attack that piled up 21 points in the second quarter— 
carrying 25 times for 120 yards. Baltimore enjoyed its finest day 
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rushing, grinding out 271 yards overland. Mainly, however, it was a 
defensive achievement, with the powerful Prospectors being limited to 
three first downs and a net of 133 yards rushing and passing. This 
game, more than any other, rekindled the fans’ title hopes. 


Sunday, Nov. 29 Colts 35, Rams 21 (57,557) Home 7-3 


Although Los Angeles got a strong showing from Billy Wade, 
who completed 16 of 26 heaves for 304 yards and two touchdowns— 
one being a 72-yarder to Del Shofner—it couldn't contain a Baltimore 
offensive that chewed up 242 yards in the air and 188 yards on the 
ground. Ameche, who crashed for 85 yards in 18 hauls, drilled seven 
and 12 yards for tallies, and Unitas passed for a pair, including a 
55-yard bomb to Berry, who snared seven throws for 168 yards. 
While the Colts jumped off to a 14-0 first quarter advantage and led 
all the way the Rams remained dangerous throughout. 


Saturday, Dec. 5 Colts 34, 49ers 14 (59,075) Away &°? 


An historical event in that it marked Baltimore's initial conquest 
at Kezar Stadium. Unitas and an industrious secondary defense set 
the stage for the victory that gave the Hosses clear title to first place. 
Nailing receivers on 21 of his 36 throws, Unitas accounted for -273 
yards and delivered six-point strikes into the arms of Berry, two, and 
Moore, The crack quarterback also rambled 12 yards for the Colts’ 
third counter to boost their lead to 20-7. Meanwhile, the Steeds’ 
pigskin pirates picked off six San Francisco tosses, Milt Davis flying 
57 yards with one for the winners’ second touchdown. 

Saturday, Dec. 12 Colts 45, Rams 26 (65,528) Away 

Los Angeles blasted off to a 10-0 lead in the opening minutes 
and, on the strength of Lou Michaels’ fourth field goal, from 27 yards 
out, nursed a 26-24 margin into the final 15 minutes. Unitas hurled 
nine yards to Richardson to forge the Colts in front, then Dick Szymanski 
intercepted a pass and jogged 15 yards to pay-dirt. Carl Taseff 
capped the splurge by cruising 99 yards with a missed field goal 
attempt. All of this damage was wrought in a matter of 4:40 after the 
start of the quarter. Baltimore had clinched its second straight Western 
Conference crown. 


Sunday, Dec. 27 Colts 31, Giants 16 (57,545) Home | 


A bitter defensive struggle for three periods, the Hosses erupted 
for 24 points in the closing session to capture their second world 
championship. As had often been the case during the regular cam- 
Paign interceptions once again proved vital to Baltimore. New 
York actually outgained its foe by 323 to 280 yards, net rushing and 
Passing, but the Colts had the answer in the clutch, both offensively and 
defensively. 

The Steeds scored in their initial series of downs, Unitas spearing 
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Moore with a pass down the middle that ate up 59 yards and made 
the count 6-0. Steve Myhra’s conversion made it seven. Thereafter, 
yardage was not as easy to pick up. Field goals of 23 and 37 yards 
by Pat Summerall in the first and second quarters reduced the gap to 
7-6 at the half. The prolific Summerall banged home his third three- 
pointer in the third period from 22 yards out to shove the Giants 
ahead for the first time, 9-7. The next time they got the ball they 
churned down to Baltimore's 28, where they were throttled on a 
fourth and one shot at the line by Alex Webster. New York threatened 
no more until the game was lost. LHe 

Passes by Unitas to Berry, for 17 yards, and to Moore, for 36 
yards, were the major ingredients in a Hoss march that consumed 85 
yards and was concluded by Unitas’ four-yard rollout into the end 
zone. An interception of a Charlie Conerly aerial by Andy Nelson 
set up the Colts’ next score. Nelson scooted 17 yards to New York's 
14, then Unitas whipped the ball to Richardson for 12 yards and a 
TD. Two minutes and 20 seconds later Johnny Sample swiped another 
Conerly throw and zipped 42 yards for a 28-9 Baltimore bulge. An- 
other Sample steal made possible a 25-yard field goal by Myhra to 
windup the Steeds'’ scoring at 12:40. The Giants retaliated with 
only 32 seconds left as Conerly hit Bob Schnelker from 32 yards out 
for their first TD. Unitas annexed offensive honors by completing 
18 of 29 passes for 264 yards.

How About the Steeds in ‘60? 

Will the Colts be the first team in the history of the National 
Football League to capture three consecutive championships? Win- 
ners of the title the past two years, Baltimore's entry will definitely 
be bidding for the unprecedented honor this fall. The club's success 
will be dependent upon many factors. | 

Of primary concern to coach Weeb Ewbank is the advanced age 
of his defensive platoon. The four. starting linemen are aged 29, 31, 
33 and 35 and boast a combined total of 34 years in the NFL. In the 
secondary there's a 33-year-old linebacker and a pair of halfbacks 
aged 31 and 32. Although the defense wasn’t quite as effective last 
season as it had been in 1958 it managed to get the job done and it 
was as tough as it ever had been while smothering New York's attack 
in the championship contest. Another season of standout service from 
All-Pro stalwarts Gino Marchetti and Gene Lipscomb and their mates 
on the defense is necessary if the Hosses are to cop a third crown. 

The continued development of Dick Szymanski and Don Shinnick 
as linebackers would be of considerable aid to the defense this autumn. 
The pair teamed with veteran Bill Pellington to provide Baltimore with 
what may have been its best linebacking trio of all time. In addi- 
. tion to clogging up the enemy's ground charges the threesome was also 
credited with 16 of the club's league-leading 40 pass interceptions. 
Safetymen Andy Nelson and Johnny Sample are being counted on to 
spearhead a ballhawking backfield that delighted in converting the 
foes’ forwards into Baltimore offensives. Rookies who might be 
turned loose on the defense should the vets falter are linebackers Jackie 
Burkett and Zeke Smith, tackle Ernie Barnes and backs Jim Welch 
and Bobby Boyd. : 

Offensively, the Colts must hope that their premier quarterback 
Johnny Unitas is as durable in 1960 as he's proven to be in the past. 
Unitas, of course, is the key ingredient in an attack that has paced the 
circuit in scoring and yards gained each of the past two years. In 
an emergency, Ray Brown, a slick safetyman and a fine punter under 
Pressure, would be called upon to perform with equal skill at the 
quarterback post. Three brilliant receivers, ends Raymond Berry 
and Jim Mutscheller and halfback Lenny Moore, help the Steeds 
produce the game's most devastating air offense. 

Baltimore’s rushing bogged down in 1959 but it could be revived 
this season with fullback Alan Ameche regaining top form and half- 
back Mike Sommer, a latecomer a year ago, available from the 
opening kickoff. As powerful as the Colts’ offense is its success must 
be dependent upon the ability of the defense to wrest the ball from 
the opposition. Time, and the toll it has taken, may tell the story. 
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Highlighting The Hosses 


ALAN AMECHE Fullback 6/1” 217 Wisconsin 

A highly publicized college All-American who lived up to expecta- 
tions in the pro ranks, Alan holds the Colts’ ground gaining record 
with a five-year output of 3,782 yards for 884 carries and a 4.2 
average. He has also caught 94 passes for 677 yards and tallied 41 
touchdowns. The powerful line-cracker was once again an im- 
portant cog in the Steeds’ 1959 title machinery, plunging 178 times 
for 679 yards and eight scores. A durable athlete, “The Horse” 
missed very little action until rib injuries slowed him up at the close of 
last season. His top ‘59 performance netted him 120 yards and two 
TDs in 25 trips in the 45-14 rout] of San Francisco. The first time he 
ever packed the pigskin in the NFL he rambled 79 yards to score 
against the Chicago Bears. That season, 1955, he led the league in 
rushing with 961 yards. He's at his best when running draw and 
trap plays and he’s been improving each year as a blocker. He also 
must be regarded as a pass receiving threat. The Colts drafted 
him first five years ago after he had won the Heisman Trophy as a 
Wisconsin senior. Hometown: Kenosha Wis. Born: June 1, 1933. 


AL BANSAVAGE Linebacker 6/2” 220 U.S:Gs 4 


Drafted on the sixth round as a future last December, Al decided 
to forego his final year of collegiate eligibility and plunge into pro 
ball this fall. After playing as a freshman at The Citadel he trans- 
ferred to Southern Cal, putting in his year of inactivity with the 
Trojans’ jayvee eleven. Last season, as a starter, he was acclaimed 
by many observers as the best guard on the West Coast. The Colts 
have him pegged_as a possibility at linebacker and offensive guard.

ERNEST BARNES’7 Tackle 6/3” 255 #£North Carolina College 

A center and middle linebacker in college, Ernie will be given a —

December. Hampered by injuries during most of the 1958 season, 
he rebounded to perform brilliantly last fall.

RAYMOND BERRY End 6'2” 190 S.M.U. 

After five seasons in the pro circuit Raymond seems destined 
to earn a niche among the game's greatest pass catchers. Time 
after time the stringy Texan has yanked the Hosses out of tight spots 
with desperation dives and mighty leaps to produce the clutch grabs 
that have kept the offense in motion. Although not blessed with 
blazing speed he is quick in his movements and is a master at faking a 
defender out of position. He's also an exceedingly clever and 
resourceful ball carrier who always drives for that extra yard. A 
dedicated workman, he has progressed steadily through practice and 
study from his college days when he was an infrequent receiver and 
was claimed by Baltimore as a future on the 20th round of the 1954 
draft. In successive seasons he has snagged 13, 37, 47, 56 and 66 
aerials, tying for the league crown in 1958 and copping the prize 
last autumn. His 219 receptions have yielded 3,359 yards and 31 


touchdowns. He accounted for 959 yards and 14 scores in '59. Berry 


owns the club's receiving and yardage marks and his 12 catches for 
178 yards in the 1958 championship game set a NFL standard. He's 
been an All-Pro choice the past two seasons.

BOB BOYD Halfback 5/102" 190 Oklahoma 

Switched from halfback to quarterback in his junior year, Bobby 
commenced to do a stellar job of directing the Sooners’ split-T attack. 
A spirited and respected leader, he has the ability to produce that 
something extra in the clutch. He did more running than passing 
in college, grinding out 972 yards for a 3.6-yard average over three 
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seasons, while throwing only 110 times and completing 47 for 693 
yards. Swift and elusive in the open, he returned 23 punts for 343 
yards—averaging 14.9 yards per trip. By scoring 62 points last 
fall he hiked his college total to 123. He also intercepted eight 
passes.

Since being drafted 14th by 
the Colts in 1954 he has served two years in the Army and added 27 
valuable pounds, He played at both end and tackle at South Dakota 
where he gained All-North Central Conference acclaim in 1952 
and '53. Braase is also a top-flight basketballer during the winter 
months in Baltimore. Hometown: Mitchell, S. D. Born: March 13, 1932. 
RAYMOND BROWN HB-QB 6/2" 195 Mississippi 
When George Shaw was traded the reserve quarterbacking as- 
signment was turned over to Ray. In his brief sojourns at the helm, 
mostly in pre-season tilts, he demonstrated that he could run the team 
with skill and assurance. As a QB at Ole Miss he chewed up 1,019 
yards in the air and on the ground in his senior campaign. The 
Steeds’ fifth draft pick in 1958, he was a regular defensive safetyman 
as a rookie, displaying a knack for hawking enemy passes. In 1959 
he intercepted five throws and returned them 89 yards to hike his 
two-year total to 13 thefts and 238 yards. He's also punted 43 
times for a 40,3-yard average and could be the Colts’ booter this fall. 
Hometown: Greenville, Miss. Born: September 7, 1936. 
JACKIE BURKETT Center-Linebacker 6/4” 225 Auburn 
A unanimous All-American selection in college, Jackie was Ballti- 
more’s first draft choice as a future in 1959. He's a versatile per-

former who can snap the ball back 30 yards from the pivot post, 
throw for 60 to 70 yards and run with lightning speed. In addition 
to centering the sall on punts, it is also likely that Jackie will be tested 
as a linebacker. A quarterback in high school, he made an auspicious 
debut as an Auburn lineman, being named “sophomore of the year” 
in 1957. An expert at diagnosing plays, Burkett called defensive 
signals for the Plainsmen and captained the team in*his senior year. 
Hometown: Fort Walton Beach, Fla. Born: December 16, 1936. 
JIM COLVIN Tackle 62” 240 Houston 
Rated extremely high as a blocker, Jim was drafted eighth by 
Baltimore last December as an offensive tackle possibility. Scouting 
reports have labeled him as smart and swift. He was utilized by the 
Cougars effectively to pull out of the line and lead interference. 
Colvin also demonstrated that he could furnish top-notch protection 
for the passer. There's also a chance that the Colts might give 
him a trial as a defensive end. Hometown: Houston, Texas. Born: 
November 30, 1937. 
ED COOKE End 6'4” 248 Maryland 
An All-Atlantic Coast Conference terminal and “lineman of the 
year” in 1957, Ed was drafted third by the Chicago Bears and played 
three games for George Halas’ crew in '58. He finished the campaign 
with the Philadelphia Eagles. The Colts claimed him for defensive 
end duty last autumn and he saw service in the team's last four games, 
plus the title contest. In college he was the Terps’ top pass receiver, 
punter and placekicker—also ACC shotput and discus champion for 
three years. Hometown: Harrisburg, Pa. Born: May 3, 1935. 
MILT DAVIS Halfback 61” 182 U.C.L.A. 
One of Milt's seven 1959 interceptions and subsequent TD dash 
of 57 yards buried the knife in the 49ers last December in a crucial 
meeting in San Francisco. The effort vaulted the Colts into a com- 
manding 14-0 lead and the Prospectors never recovered. Davis 
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tied for the league lead in swiping passes, gaining 119 yards in the 
process. He accomplished a similar feat as a rookie in 1957, pick- 
ing off 10 tosses for 219 yards. In three seasons as a regular de- 
fensive halfback for the Colts the slim speedster has intercepted 2] 
throws and converted them into 378 yards and three touchdowns. 
Not bad for a guy who was signed as a free agent after being cast 
adrift by Detroit following two games in 1956. The Lions drafted 
him eighth in 1954 but he had a two-year Army term to serve. Milt 
made the All-American defensive team in 1952. Hometown: Los 
Angeles, Calif. Born: May 31, 1929. 


ART DE CARLO Halfback 6'2” 202 Georgia 

An injury shelved Art for the final four games of 1959 but he is 
expected to be fit and back on the job this fall. He’s an all-purpose 
performer equally adapted to hustling down under punts and kick- 
offs, toiling at defensive halfback or blocking and snaring passes from 
an offensive end post. Art was picked up from Washington midway 
through the 1957 season. He had originally been drafted sixth by 
the Chicago Bears in 1953, then he was swapped to Pittsburgh and 
spent 1954 and '55 in the Army. The Redskins nabbed him in 1956. 
A regular end at Georgia, he was versatile enough to be used aft 
five spots. Hometown: Youngstown, Ohio: Born: March 23, 1931. 


ART DONOVAN Tackle 6/3” 270 Boston College 
In his tenth NFL campaign in 1959 Art gave an excellent ac- 
count of himself. As for this fall, the feeling is that the old pro can 
do the job again if he continues to whip the scales. His attitude 
is ideal for any player and he’s a good influence on the rest of the 
club. He’s the guy who keeps ‘em laughing on road trips and who 
can provide his mates with a humorous lift when they are depressed. 
He’s also a top-notch defensive tackle—four times All-Pro and a 
participant in four Pro Bowl contests. Given a little more breath- 
ing room the past two seasons, the rugged Irishman has managed 
to retain much of the ability that permitted him to pile up play after 
play leveled at the Colts’ line. The Hosses drafted him fourth in 
1950—then he labored for Cleveland, the New York Yanks and the 
Dallas Texans before returning to Baltimore with the new NFL franchise 
in 1953. His famous father refereed 14 championship boxing matches. 
Hometown: New York, N. Y. Born: June 5, 1925. 
DICK GUESMAN Tackle 6'4” 245 West Virginia 
Claimed as a free agent for 1960, Dick is pegged for offensive 
work at guard and/or tackle. He was selected sixth by Detroit 
last year but was dropped just before the start of the season. A 
strong and accurate placekicker, he handled kickoff chores in col-

lege, while performing at guard as a sophomore and at tackle his 
final two years. He also represented the Mountaineers in track. 
Hometown: Brownsville, Pa. Born: January 22, 1938. 


ALEX HAWKINS ' Halfback 6/1” 190 South Carolina 
The second draft choice of Green Bay last year, blond Alex sur- 
vived the pre-season schedule then was waived to the Colts. He made 
his starting debut at left halfback against the Packers and racked 
up 41 yards in 10 hauls but sustained a leg injury that shelved him 
for several weeks and reduced his effectiveness the rest of the cam- 
paign. The fleet breakaway threat was named “player of the 
year” in the Atlantic Coast Conference in 1958, when he rushed for 
474 yards, registered 42 points and co-captained the Gamecocks. 
Hometown: South Charleston, W.Va. Born: July 2, 1937. 
DON JOYCE End 6'3” 250 Tulane 
A believer in constant physical activity, Don keeps busy on the 
mat as a pro wrassler when he isn't breaking up enemy offensives on 
the gridiron. He's particularly adept at containing ground assaults 
launched at his position on the right flank. When he’s called upon 
to rush the passer he can do that, also, with mayhem on his mind. 
Strong and durable, the former National Guard boxing champion 
can both give and take punishment. Don was obtained from the 
Chicago Cardinals for guard Bill Lange in 1954, and has proven to 
be a most valuable acquisition. The Cards, who drafted Joyce on 
the second round in 1951, employed him at offensive and defensive 
tackle as well as middle guard and defensive end. Hometown: 
New Orleans, La. Born: October 8, 1929. 
JOHN KOMPARA Guard 62" 225 South Carolina 
This: will be the second shot for John, who was the New York 
Giants’ 13th draft pick a year ago. The Colts signed him as a free 
agent last winter and hope that he enjoys as much success as some 
of his free agent predecessors on the squad. Big and strong, he 
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was a highly regarded tackle for the Gamecocks but is quick and 
agile enough to take a crack at an offensive guard berth with the 
Steeds. Reputed to be fierce and a lover of contact, Kompara could 
thrive as a pro. Hometown: Canton, Ohio. Born: April 12, 1936. 
HAROLD LEWIS Halfback 61” 195 Houston 
This swift Texan saw reserve duty as an offensive halfback as a 
rookie in 1959, snaring three passes for 54 yards and hauling two 
kickoffs back 31 yards. Most of Harold's work was confined to 
mop-up operations but he is expected to play a more prominent role 
in the attack this fall. His greatest asset is his blazing speed, coupled 
with an ability to catch the ball. A broken hand hampered his early 
play a year ago. He was drafted seventh after earning All-Missouri 
Valley Conference honors with the Cougars. Hometown: Houston, 
Texas. Born: September 22, 1936. 
GENE LIPSCOMB Tackle 6'6" 288 Miller (Det.) High 
With all his tremendous line play last autumn it is probable that 
the escapade that will endure longest in "Big Daddy's’ memory was 
an interception of a Bart Starr pass and an ensuing gallop of 49 
yards to put the Colts in scoring position against Green Bay. He 
was a steady, stalwart performer throughout his fourth campaign 
with the Hosses and finished with standout defensive jobs against 
New York in the title game and in the Pro Bowl, where he was named 
the most valuable lineman. For a huge man he moves with amazing 
quickness and there are few plays that can be run out of his reach. 
Gene has improved most in rushing the passer, standing out in this 
phase against the Giants. He prepped for the pros with the Camp 
Pendleton Marine Corps team—reporting to Los Angeles in 1953. 
The Colts claimed him on waivers from the Rams in 1956. Hometown: 
Detroit, Mich. Born: August 9, 1931. 
GINO MARCHETTI End 6/4” 245 San Francisco 
After eight years of NFL combat Gino is still poison to the cir- 
cuit’s passers. An All-Pro selection for the past four seasons and a 
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Lipscomb Marchetti Matuszak 


perennial Pro Bowl participant, the courageous Californian had to 
overcome a badly broken ankle to regain his old form in 1959. After 
a subpar start he rapidly got bak in stride and commenced to rattle 
the bones of rival quarterbacks, climaxing his effort with a mar- 
velous performance against New York in the title fray. A gifted lead- 
er, the Colts’ captain has been the spearhead of the team’s fough 
defense against both ground and air assault. Marchetti was picked 
second by the New York Yanks in 1952, then played that season with 
the Dallas Texans, coming to Baltimore in 1953 with the new franchise. 
Hometown: Antioch, Calif. Born: January 2, 1927. 
MARV MATUSZAK Linebacker 6/2” 229 Tulsa 
Acquired from Green Bay in exchange for guard Fred Thurston 
a year ago, Marv proved a handy operative for the Colts last autumn, 
performing on the punting and kickoff units and seeing occasional 
service as a linebacker—a position at which he earned All-Pro 
accolades while with San Francisco in 1957. Drafted third by 
Pittsburgh in 1953, he clicked as a regular in his rookie campaign. 
After two years in the Army Matuszak returned to the Steelers in 1956 
and was swapped to the 49ers the following fall. Hometown: 
San Mateo, Calif. Born: September 12, 1931. 
LENNY MOORE Halfback 6'0" 190 Penn State 
Since becoming a Colt in 1956 Lenny has accumulated a team 
high of 4,730 yards rushing and receiving. He's a_ full-fledged 
threat to go the distance on any offensive play, whether he is flanked 
out for a pass or in tight for a trip into or around the line. During 


_ Most of last fall he was partially handicapped by an ailing foot, — 


stepped on early in the season. However, he still managed to lug 
the pigskin 422 yards on the ground and catch 47 passes for 846 
yards, earning All-Pro recognition for the second straight year. By 
notching eight touchdowns he increased his four-year output to 252 
Points, a Baltimore record. The high-stepping speedster is par- 
ticularly adept at running slant-in and deep-down-the-sidelines pass 
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patterns. His pro career figures show 2,157 yards rushing, at six 
yards per shot, and 148 receptions for 2,573 yards. Moore was a 
number one draft choice from Penn State, where he had set marks 
with 2,380 yards rushing and 25 TDs. Hometown: Reading, Pa. 
Born: November 25, 1933. 
JIM MUTSCHELLER End 6/1” 204 Notre Dame 
Probably one of the most underrated wingmen in the game, Jim 
continued to chop down rivals with devastating blocks and snare the 
vital passes in 1959. He's the tight right end in the Colts’ set-up and 
specializes in fielding short pop passes over the middle. Used 
primarily as a defensive end in his freshman season in 1954, he’s 
been a top receiver ever since, hauling down 183 aerials for 3,092 
yards and 36 touchdowns as a pro. Last fall, his best since 1956, he 
caught 44 throws for 699 yards and eight scores. He was initially 
drafted 12th by the New York Yanks in 1952, but instead spent two 
years in the Marine Corps, then joined the Steeds. Hometown: 
Beaver Falls, Pa. Born: March 31, 1930. 
STEVE MYHRA Guard 6/1” 240 North Dakota 
Although seeing only infrequent service at offensive guard in 
1959, Steve did toil with the various specialized units, his booming 
end zone kickoffs being most valuable. As a placekicker of extra 
points he was almost perfect, hitting on 50 of 51 tries and booting 42 
in a row before having one blocked. He also hoisted six field goals 
through the uprights, in 17 attempts, for a total of 68 points. In his 
three terms with the Colts he has kicked more conversions, 112 of 
119, than anyone in the team’s history. Added to 14 field goals, 
including the deadlocking 20-yard three-pointer in the final seven 
seconds of the 1958 championship game with New York, he has now 
registered 154 tallies. Myhra was tabbed on the 12th round of the 
1956 draft. Hometown: Wahpeton, N. D. Born: April 2, 1934. 
ANDY NELSON Halfback 6'1” 180 Memphis State 
It was Andy’s interception and 17-yard run that put the Colts 
in position to score their clinching touchdown in last year’s title victory 
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over New York. During the regular season ‘‘Bones’’—a tag given to 
the stringy safetyman by his.teammates—swiped six enemy aerials 
and returned one 33 yards for a TD against Detroit. His three-year 
pro log reads 19 interceptions for 261 yards and two scores. Not 
only is he a deterrent to the foes’ air attacks but he also ranks among 
the surest tacklers in the league. On at least six occasions last fall 
he overhauled TD-bound opponents. A passing and running quarter- 
back in college, he was Baltimore’s 11th selection in 1957. Home- 
town: Athens, Alabama. Born: May 27, 1933. 
MADISON NUTTER Center 64” 242 V.P.1. 
Another free agent who struck it rich with the Colts, Buzz was 
drafted 12th by Washington in 1954, then released and claimed by 
the Steeds. He found a home at the pivot post after earlier tests as a 
linebacker and defensive end. Although he’s slimmer than most 
centers in the circuit he makes maximum use of what he’s got, being 
rated a very good blocker. Because of his lack of weight he’s had 
to fight off many challengers for his job but he’s always managed to 
survive while improving his play in combat. His dry, West Virginia 
wit has also bolstered morale on occasions. Hometown: Huntington, 
W.Va. Born: February 16, 1931. 
JIM PARKER Tackle 6'3” 275 Ohio State 
Classed as a collegiate All-America, chiefly through his work 
as a linebacker, Jumbo Jim was transformed into an even more skill- 
ful offensive tackle by the Colts. By diligent application he has 
mastered the techniques of pass protection and in 1959 was named 
to the All-Pro team for the second successive year. He might be 
regarded as John Unitas’ bodyguard as he keeps the enemy's on- 
rushing linemen at bay until the pass is thrown. Despite his bulk Parker 
is agile enough to star on the Hosses’ off-season basketball outfit. 
The winner of the prized Outland Trophy in 1956, as the nation’s 
outstanding college lineman, he was drafted first by Baltimore that 
winter and reported to the pros for ‘57 duty. Hometown: Macon, 


Ga. Born: April 3, 1934. 
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BILL PELLINGTON Linebacker 6'2” 238 Rutgers 
One of the more rugged characters in the league, Bill has been 
a stalwart linebacker for the Colts since they signed him as a free 
agent in 1953 after he had been dropped by Cleveland. He may 
not be the surest tackler around but he covers more than his share of 
territory and he raps rival runners and receivers with terrific force 
from his leftside backer-up post. The former college quarterback 
and fullback has also developed into quite a ballhawk, intercepting 
four passes in each of the last two seasons to run his pro career total 
to 13, for 186 yards. Among his 1959 returns was a victory-insuring 
30-yard TD jaunt against Green Bay. A broken arm kept him idle 
during the 1957 campaign and the Steeds felt his loss keenly. Home- 
town: Ramsey, N. J. Born: September 25, 1927. 
THIRES PICKETT Tackle 64” 215 No College 
Although lacking in collegiate experience, Thires hasn't been 
wanting for grid action for the past five years. During that time he 
played for Army elevens, earning All-Army honors as a tackle for the 
Fort Campbell (Ky.) team the last two seasons. He was named 
Athlete of the Year at Fort Campbell for 1959. Pickett, who was 
signed as a free agent, is scheduled for shots at defensive tackle 
and offensive guard with the Colts. Hometown: Warren, Ohio. 
Born: April 23, 1934. 
SHERMAN PLUNKETT Tackle 6/4” 270 #£Maryland State 
Another free agent salvaged by the Colts, Sherman was originally 
signed by Cleveland in 1956. Following his release by the Browns 
he was picked up by Baltimore for reserve duty in 1958. He's subbed 
effectively at offensive tackle and could do the job at defensive tackle 
if called upon. The former Little All-American college performer has 
sparkled on the kickoff and punt units, getting in on a flock of tackles 
and blocking sharply. His recovery of a teammate’s fumble of the 
second half kickoff of last fall's championship game was a key ma- 
nevver. The “Tank” was an All-Army choice in 1957. Hometown: 
Oklahoma City, Okla. Born: April 17, 1933. 
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GEORGE PREAS Tackle 6'2” 255 V.P.1. 

One of the league's outstanding blockers, George is equally 
at home providing pass protection or charging downfield to blot out 
a secondary defender. His grades are constantly at the top of the 
Colts’ offensive list. He’s extremely tough and durable, rarely missing 
a moment of action. His quickness off the mark aids him in his pursuit 
of would-be tacklers. An All-Southern Conference pick as a college 
senior, Preas was drafted fifth in 1955 and utilized at offensive guard 
and tackle and defensive end by the Steeds until finally established 
at his present offensive tackle post in 1957. Hometown: Roanoke, 
Va. Born: June 25, 1933. 


BILLY PRICER Fullback 5’10” 210 Okiahoma 
A give-it-all-he’s-got performer from the opening kickoff to the 
final whistle, Billy has been a mainstay on the Colts’ punt and kickoff 
units since joining the club in 1957. The chunky hustler has also 
responded nobly whenever asked to fill in at offensive halfback or 
fullback. His three-year report lists 46 carries for 172 yards and 17 
kickoff runbacks for 274 yards. He produced in admirable fashion 
in the two crucial West Coast games last autumn, whacking the San 
Francisco and Los Angeles lines 27 times for 100 yards while spelling 
the injured Ameche. Pricer, who rushed at a 5.4-yard per carry clip 
as a college senior, is also one of Baltimore’s most highly regarded 
blockers. He was a number six draft choice by the Hosses. Home- 
town: Perry, Okla. Born: September 3, 1935. 
PALMER PYLE Tackle 62” 240 Michigan State 
Quick and powerful, Palmer was a three-year standout in col- 
lege, capping his career with appearances in the East-West and Hula 
Bowl games. An erstwhile high school fullback, he was a two-way 
tackle at State and is slated for defensive and offensive tryouts with 
the Colts. He was drafted sixth as a future by Baltimore in 1959. 
Pyle has also done some amateur wrestling. His brother Mike plays 
center for Yale. Hometown: Winnetka, Ill. Born: June 12, 1937. 
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BERT RECHICHAR Linebacker 6'1” 210 Tennessee 
Injuries plagued Bert throughout the 1959 campaign, consider- 
ably reducing his playing time. Fully recovered from a knee opera- 
tion last winter, the veteran competitor is ready to resume his acti- 
vities as a placekicker and part-time linebacker, offensive end and 
fullback. Drafted first by Detroit in 1952, he was immediately traded 
to Cleveland, then was swapped to Baltimore in 1953. In his seven 
years with the Colts he has returned 71 punts for 253 yards, hauled 
19 kickoffs back 378 yards, booted 56 of 62 extra points and 28 of 
80 field goals, punted 33 times for a 38.7-yard average, and inter- 
cepted 24 passes for 296 yards. Rechichar’s 56-yard field goal 
against the Bears in 1953 stands as a NFL record. His four three- 
pointers, from distances of 52, 44, 42 and 41 yards, in the 1957 Pro 
Bowl gained him MVP distinction. Hometown: Belle Vernon, Pa. 
Born: July 16, 1930. 
JERRY RICHARDSON End 6'3" 185 Wofford 
The “Razor’—he's that thin—produced as a rookie last fall, 
grabbing seven passes for 8] yards and three touchdowns. He 
operated from a flanked terminal and from the flanker back and slot 
back posts and is due for more of the same this season. Quick and 
with moves similar to those of Raymond Berry, he figures to develop 
into a top-flight pro pass receiver. He rarely drops anything he gets 
his hands on, holding on to the go-ahead TD toss in the fourth period 
of the Colts’ 45-26 win over L. A. and a 12-yard scoring pitch that 
sewed up the championship game triumph. Jerry was selected as a 
“future” on the 13th round in 1958. Hometown: Fayetteville, N. C. 
Born: July 11, 1936. 
JOHN SAMPLE Halfback 6/1” 203 Maryland 
A sub defensive halfback for most of two seasons, Johnny came 
into his own in the 1959 championship tilt, intercepting two passes in 
the final period and returning them 76 yards, including a 42-yard TD 
dash. He was not elevated to a regular berth until last year’s eighth 
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game, although he had glistened returning punts and kickoffs. The 
fast and well-constructed breakaway threat carried 22 punts 129 
yards and scampered 457 yards with 17 kickoffs. A one-man gang 
in college, where his career record showed 2,381 yards rushing, 37 
touchdowns, 42 conversions and four field goals, Sample has indicated 
through his work that he might also do a competent job as an offensive 
back should the need ever arise. Defensively, though, he’s cat-quick, 
reacts well, catches the ball, and tackles with authority. Home- 
town: Philadelphia, Pa. Born: June 15, 1937. 
ALEX SANDUSKY Guard 6'3” 238 Clarion 
Although he may lack finesse Alex generally gets the job done, 
whether he is. assigned to blast a hole in the middle of the opposing 
line, pull out to lead the interference or drop back for pass protection. 
He has absorbed considerable punishment since joining the Colts in 
1954, after being their 16th draft choice, but has always been ready 
to play, at times ignoring injuries that might have kept others on the 
bench. An end in college, Sandusky was tested first as a defensive 
wingman by the Steeds, then was switched to offensive guard and he's 
been a starter since his freshman year in the NFL. Hometown: McKees 
Rocks, Pa. Born: August 17, 1932. 
LEO SANFORD Linebacker 6'1” 225 Lovisiana Tech 
An ailing knee forced Leo's retirement before the start of the 1959 
campaign but he remained on the premises to try and work his leg 
into shape and also to help out on the phones at games. Before in- 
juring his leg in 1958 he had played in 89 consecutive league contests, 
rating high as an outside linebacker and seeing service in the 1957 
and 1958 Pro Bowl tussles. He was an All-Gulf States Conference 
center before being drafted seventh by the Chicago Cardinals in 
1951. The Cards swapped him to the Colts in 1958 for offensive guard 
Dale Meinert. Hometown: Shreveport,La. Born: October 4, 1929. 
DON SHINNICK Linebacker 6'0” 235 U.C.L.A. 
This solid-socking defender probably improved as much as any- 
one in the league last autumn. Shifted to the right corner from 
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the middle slot that he patrolled in 1958, Don was a revelation, rack- 
ing up rival runners and playing havoc with the enemy’s air game. 
His seven interceptions gave him a share of the league lead and jacked 
his three-year total to 12. He covered 70 yards on runbacks last 
season to launch several Baltimore touchdown drives. His alert and 
aggressive blitzing tactics throttled the opposition’s offense many 
times—being particularly effective against the 49ers in a San Fran- 
cisco showdown struggle. Shinnick played guard and fullback and 
punted and backed up the line in college and was named most valuable 
lineman in the 1956 East-West game. He was drafted second in 
1957. Hometown: San Pedro, Calif. Born: May 15, 1935. 


JACKIE SIMPSON Halfback 5'10” 185 Florida 

An his third pro campaign Jackie is slated for increased action 
in the defensive secondary, plus his usual assignments on the kickoff 
and punting units. The fleet and elusive back could also be utilized 
on the attack if necessary. He joined the Colts toward the close of 
the 1958 season following a tour of Army duty and has seen service 
in both of Baltimore’s title frays. In college Simpson was one of 
the ‘top runners in the Southeastern Conference and included a 100- 
yard interception return among his accomplishments. He was chosen 
on the fourth round of the 1957 draft. Hometown: Miami, Fla. 
Born: April 2, 1934. 


ZEKE SMITH Guard-Linebacker 6'2” 230 Auburn 

Called the greatest guard in Auburn history, Zeke was named 
the nation’s outstanding lineman in 1958 and was awarded the Out- 
land Trophy. He has also had numerous sectional and All-American 
honors bestowed upon him. An unheralded high school fullback 
and a third string center as a freshman, he had to toil diligently 
to gain star status. Both as a blocking guard, who specialized in 
pulling out of the line, and as a middle linebacker at Auburn he dis- 
played tremendous quickness, speed and power. He's a tenacious 
battler who will exhaust every possibility to get the job done. Zeke 
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was nabbed by the Colts as a future on the fourth round in 1959.

MIKE SOMMER~ Halfback 5/11” 187 George Washington 

After beingireleased twice by Washington, once after two games 
in 1958 and again at the start of last season, Mike bounced back 
with a vengeance to play the last eight games of 1959, plus the 
title test, with the Colts. A quick starter with blistering broken field 
speed, Mike became the Steeds’ regular left halfback after the in- 
jury to L. G. Dupre. He hammered out 227 yards in 61 carries and 
tallied a pair of touchdowns, one on a 53-yard burst through the 
middle of the L. A. line. A deft receiver, he also snared seven passes 
for 111 yards and sprinted 166 yards with eight kickoffs. The Red- 
skins drafted him second after he had paced the nation in punt returns 
as a college sophomore and earned All-Southern Conference honors 
three years.

ART SPINNEY Guard Gy 236 Boston College 

In 1959 hard-plugging Art finally reaped the All-Pro awards 
that had been long overdue. He also made his Pro Bowl debut last 
January. A rugged and resourceful guard, he’s one of the league's 
best at blocking of all varieties, perhaps being acclaimed most often 
for pulling out of the line. He had to shake off a 1957 leg injury to 
attain his brilliant "58 and '59 form. Spinney was selected 15th by 
the Colts for 1950 service—as an offensive and defensive end—then 
was snagged by Cleveland when the Steeds went out of business. He 
was in the Army in 1951-52 and the Browns traded him to Baltimore 
for 1953. Since his conversion from the wing he has thrived in the 
interior of the offensive wall.

DON STEWART End 6/4” 185 S.M.U. 

A letterman as a sophomore, lanky Don devoted most of his time 
to track the following two springs and autumn. He earned All-

both a fleet pass receiver and punter. Built along the lines of another 
former Mustang, Raymond Berry, Stewart is taller and boasts greater 
speed than the Hosses’ All-Pro wingman.

DICK SZYMANSKI Linebacker 6'3” 235 Notre Dame 

An offensive center who toiled every minute on the attack as a 
NFL freshman in the 1956 Pro Bowl game, Dick went into the Army 
and didn't return to Baltimore until midway through the 1957 season. 
He had difficulty regaining his rookie form, splitting his chores between 
the pivot post and linebacking through the seventh game in 1958 when a 
knee injury kayoed him for the remainder of the campaign. Given a 
starting shot as a middle linebacker last fall Szymanski came through in 
remarkable fashion, working all 12 games and leading the team with 
97 tackles. He also reacted well against passes, intercepting five 
for 24 yards and lugging one 15 yards for a score at L. A. A rup- 
tured spleen in his senior year in college almost brought his grid 
career to a premature close.

FRANK TAMBURELLO Quarterback 5/11” 185 Maryland 

A free agent since trying out with Cleveland in 1958, Frank will 
be tested as a second string quarterback and as a defensive half- 
back by the Colts. He called signals for the Terps in 1954 and ’55 
while they were posting 7-2-1 and 10-0-0 records, respectively, win- 
ning 15 straight games during one stretch. In addition to being a 
slick QB he’s also a sure, solid tackler.

Missouri. Tambo played football for Army elevens in 1956-57 and 
was drafted 17th by the Browns in the latter year. He didn’t return 
to Maryland for his senior year of football.

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CARL TASEFF Halfback i i bes 194 John Carroll 

This stubby scrapper was belting opposing ball carriers as vigor- 
ously as ever at the end of his eighth NFL campaign last fall. When 
Carl smacks 'em their journey is generally finished. From his defensive 
halfback berth he can charge in to jam ground plays and go aloft 
to thwart air maneuvers. Since being traded to Baltimore by Cleve- 
land in 1953 he has intercepted 17 passes and returned them 183 
yards, raced back 762 yards with 101 punts and 674 yards with 28 
kickoffs. His most astonishing efforts, however, have been a pair of 
TD runbacks of missed field goals—one covering 96 yards in 1956 
and another of 99 yards against Los Angeles last season. In 1954 
he was used as a fullback and cracked the line 57 times for 284 yards. 
Though lacking exceptional speed Taseff is a shifty and clever runner 
who makes maximum use of every block. He was an offensive hot- 
shot and a Little’ All-American in college. Selected 22nd by Cleve- 
land in 1951, he spent 1952 in the Army then was swapped to the 
Colts in '53. Hometown: Parma, Ohio. Born: September 28, 1928. 


JOHN UNITAS Quarterback 6/1” 194 Louisville 

Baltimore is accustomed to seeing Johnny get the job done. He 
has yet to disappoint. The scintillating slinger and signal-caller has 
been the key to the Colts’ high-powered attack since he joined the 
team as a free agent in 1956. Hehad been cut the previous year by 
the Pittsburgh Steelers, after having been a ninth draft choice. In 
college he had hurled for over 3,000 yards. Unitas has proven a 
master at calling plays—checking off at the line of scrimmage when- 
ever necessary, at firing the ball and making the club move, one way 
or another, His work improves as the pressure increases and in touch- 
down territory he's at his sparkling best. While statistics fail to tell 
the full story of Johnny's worth they are, nevertheless, impressive. 
Last fall he completed 193 of 367 passes for 2,899 yards and a NFL 
record 32 touchdowns. He also extended to a mark-shattering 37 
the number of consecutive games in which he has tossed for scores. 
In the 31-16 conquest of the Giants for the NFL title he ran for one TD, 
threw for two more and completed 18 of 29 aerials for 264 yards. 
His four-year career log reveals 611 hits for 1,129 passes (54.1), 
producing 8,954 yards and 84 touchdowns. In addition, he has carried 
the ball 132 times for 610 yards. For two championship contests he 
is 44 for 69 as a pitcher (63.8), with 613 yards gained and three 
scoring passes.

JIM WELCH Halfback 6'0” 190 S.M.U. 
An outstanding blocker in college, Jim also acquitted himself 
well when called upon to carry the ball or shag a pass. In three varsity 
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campaigns he smacked the line 137 times for 512 yards—an average 
of 3.7 yards per haul. He also caught 22 aerials for 339 yards. Among 
his more spectacular performances were included a 60-yard gallop 
from scrimmage to set up a touchdown against Georgia Tech and a 
78-yard scoring jaunt with a screen pass at Texas A&M's expense. 
It is probable, however, that Welch, a good tackler with excellent 
speed and a nose for the ball, will first be tested as a defensive half- 
back. He was a third round selection last December. Hometown:

RICHARD WOOD Quarterback 6/5" 205 Auburn 

Hampered by two knee operations, Richard was never able to 
fulfill expectations as a Plainsman. It is believed, however, that he is 
now in satisfactory shape and ready to make a pitch for the Steeds’ 
number two quarterback berth. He enjoyed his best season in 1958 
when he stepped in as a reserve and completed 27 of 49 passes for 
407 yards and five scores. Wood, very tall for a QB, has an ex- 
ceptionally strong arm and can consistently peg the pigskin 65 yards 
with accuracy. Hometown: Lanett, Alabama. Born: February 29, 
1936. 


JOE SCUDERO Halfback 510” 178 San Francisco 

Returning to the playing field after a year as an assistant to coach 
Joe Kuharich at Notre Dame, the “Scooter” will vie for a berth in 
Baltimore’s defensive backfield. He may also be utilized to haul 
back kickoffs—he lugged four boots 122 yards for Washington in 
1958, his fifth campaign with the Redskins. After failing to stick with 
Detroit as a free agent in 1953, Joe went to Toronto and led the 
Canadian circuit in rushing, thus earning a shot with the 'Skins. Among 
Joe's outstanding NFL achievements were kickoff returns of 94 and 99 
yards vs. New York and Los Angeles in 1955 and '56, respectively.
